No. R.23-45|49.— In exercise of the powers conferred 
by Buies 44 and 54 of the Civil Service (Classification, 
Control, and Appeal) Rules, ti>e Chief Commissioner, 
Himachal Pradesh is pleased to make the following Rules 
for the Excise Subordinate Service: — 

Buies 

1. (i) These Rules may be called the Himachal Pradesh 

Excise Subordinate Service Rule*. 1950. 

(ii) They shall come into force at once. 

2. In these rules, unless there is anything rep ignant 

in the subject or context — 

(a) “Recognised University” means any Univer- 

sity incorporated by law in the Republic of 
India or any other University which is 
declared by the Himachal Pradesh Adminis- 
tration to he recognised University for the 
purposes of these rules; 

(b) the “Financial Commissioner” means the, 

Financial Commissioner, Himachal Pradesh; 

(c) the “Service” means the Himachal Pradesh 

Excise Subordinate Service. 

3 . The service comprise the posts shown in Appendix 
"A”, provided that nothing in this rule shall affect the 
inherent right ©£ the Government to make addition to o§ 
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reduction in the cadre ol the service either permanently 

or temporarily, 

A Substantive and officiating appointment to posts o£ 
Inspector^ Sub -Inspector, I Grade "will be made by the 
Financial*CommiBsioner while those of Sub-Inspectors, 

II Grade, Clerks and Peons at the Headquarters by the 
Excise & Taxation Officer, in consultation with the Finan- 
cial C ommis sioner. The substautive and officiating ap- 
pointments of Clerks and Peons in tne Districts will be 
made by the Collector of the district. 

fl. No person shall be appointed to the service unless : — 

J a ) he is a citizen of India as defined in Articles 
6 — 11 of the Constitution of India; 

b) in the case of a person who is not already in 
Government service; 

(i) he produces— 

(a) a certificate or certificates of character from 

the Principal academic officer of his Uni- 
versity, College or School, if any, and also 
from two responsible person, not being 
his relatives, who are well acquainted with 
him in private life and unconnected with 
his University, College or School, if any, 
and 

(b) the certificates required by Chapter 3 of 

the Punjab Financial Hand Book No, 2, 
Volume II (Subsidiary Rules) and 

(ii) he is not more than 23 years of age unless he 

is a graduate of a recognised University and 
not more than 25 years of age in any case, 
provided that the Financial Commissioner 
may for special reasons to bo recorded in 
writing appoint a person exceeding these 
ages. 

6. No person shall be directly appointed to the service 
unless in the case of appointment to the post of : — 

(a) Inspector; he is a graduate of a recognised 

University. 

(b) Sub-Inspector I or II Grade ; he has passed the 

first Examination of a recognised University 
in Arts or Science; or the European High 
School or Senior Cambridge Local Examina- 
tion. 

Provided that the Financial Commissioner may for the 
special reasons to be recorded in writing appoint to any 
post in the service any person who does not possess the 
qualifications prescribed by tbe sub-rule. 

7. (1) Posts in the service shall he filled.— 

(a) in the case of Inspectors — 

(i) by appointment from among Sub-Inspectors; 

(ii) by transfer or deputation of an official already 
in Government service. 

(iii) by direct recruitment. 

(b) in the case of Sub-Inspectors, I Grade — 

(i) by appointment from among Sub- Inspectors, II 

grade; 

(ii) by transfer or deputation of an official already 
in Government service; 

(c) in the case of Sub-Inspectors II Grade— 

(i) by transfer or deputation of an oSlcial already 
in Government service. 

(ii) by direct appointment. 

(2) When any vacancy occurs or is about to occur in f 
the service, the appointing authority prescribed by rule 


4 shall determine in what manner such vacancy shall be 
filled. 

(3) Appointment to any post shall he made strictly by 
selection and no such appointment shall be regarded as 
a refusal of promotion to any person 

(4) No post in the service shall be filled by transfer 
or deputation of a Government servant al-nuly in Govern- 
ment service unless the head of the Office concerned has 
agreed in writing to retain his lien on his substantive 
post for a period of one year and take him back ifi 
reverted under the provision of Ride 8. 

8. (1) No member of the service wi 11 be appointed 
substantively to any post specified in Appendix “A”, 
uhether the vacancy is permanent or not, until he has 
officiated continuously on probation for a period of two 
3 ears in the ease of members recruited by direct appoint- 
ment or of one year in the case oi numbers recruited 
otherwise. 

(2) If the work and conduct of any members during ^ 
his period of probation is, in the opinion of the appoint- 
ing authority prescribed by Rule 4, not satisfactory, the 
appointing authority may dispense wi‘b his services or 
revert him to his former post if be has been recruited 
otherwise than by direct appointment. 

Provided the probationer is given an opportunity 'under 
the provisions of Article 311 of the Constitution of India 
to show cause against his discharge. 

(3) On the completion of the period of probation of 
any member the appointing authority prescribed by rule 
4 may appoint such member substantively with retrospec- 
tive effect if a vacancy exists or if his work or conduct 
has, in the opinion of the appointing authority not been 
satisfactory, the appointing authority nay dispense with- 
his services or revert him to his former po'.t if he has been 
recruited otherwise than by direct recruitment or may 
extend the period of probation and thereafter pass such 
orders as it could have passed on the expiry of the first 
period of probation provided the probationer is given an 
opportunity under the provisions of Ariicle 311 of the 
Constitution of India to show cause against his discharge, 

9. The seniority of members of the service shall, in BIS 
far as each of the posts specified in Appendix “A” is 
concerned, he determined by the date of substantive up- , 
pointment in the pot 

Provided that if two or more members are confirmed 
in the same class of post on the earns date, their seniority 
shall be determined by the Financial Commissioner, whose 
decision shall be final. 

10. Inspectors and Sub-Tnspoctor d may bo required to 
serve in any part of the Province irrcsjiective of the 
District in which they were recrired. Transfer of Ins- 
pectors and Sub-Inspectors from one District to another 
and to and from Distilleries and Brewe^'es will bo made 
by the Financial Commissioner. 

11. Subject to the provisions of tho Himachal PradesK 
Subordinate Services Punishment and Appeal Rules, the 
authorities specified in column 3 of 4 he Appendix “B” 
arc hereby empowered to impose upou the members of the

taken by him in connection with the complaint, 

(iv) The complaint hook shall be so securely kept in the 
stage carriage so that it cannot be removed, and shall be 
made available at all reasonable times to any officer of 
the Provincial Transport Authority or to any inspector 
of motor vehicles or to any police officer not below the 
rank of sergeant or sub-inspector, fbr the purpose of ins- 
pection .

No. F.6(110) 1&0-M1T .—In exorcise of the powers con- 
ferred by Section 2 of the Epidemic Diseases Act 1897 the 
Chief Commissioner of Delhi being satisfied that the Pro- 
vince of Delhi is threatened with an outbreak of a danger- 
ous epidemic disease namely, cholera, and that the ordinary 
provisions of the law lor the time being in force are in- 
sufficient to prevent the spread of this disease, is pleased 
to make the following regulations. 

Regulations 

1. In these regulations — 

(a) " Epidemic disease ” means cholera ; - 

(b) “ Inspection post ” means any place which may 

be declared by the Deputy Commissioner of 
Delhi, in exercise of the powers conferred upon 
him by the Chief Commissioner’s order No. P. 
6(110) |50-MLT„ dated the 20th March 1950 
to be an inspection post ; 

(c) “Inspecting medical Officer’’ means a person 

appointed by the Director of Health Services, 
Delhi to be an inspecting medical officer. 

2. Every inspecting Medical Officer who is unavoidably 
prevented from discharging all or any of his functions 
as such may, by order in writing, appoint any assistant 
surgeon or sub-assistant- surgeon temporarily to discharge 
such function and every Assistant sub-assistant surgeon 
so appointed shall so far as such functions are concerned be 
deemed, for Die purpose of these Regulations, to be an 
inspecting Mledical Officer. 

3, An inspecting medical officer may, at his inspection 
post, direct any person travelling by railway to remain in 
the carriage in which he is travelling or to leave the 
carriage in which he is travelling and come on to the 
platform or on to the line, and may prohibit any such 
person from leaving the platform or any other portion of 
the place of inspection. 

(4) (1) Any inspecting medical Officer may, at his 
inspection post, make a medical inspection and examina- 
lion of any person travelling by railway or by road in 
such manner and to such extent as he thinks necessary 
in order to ascertain whether there is reason 
to believe or suspect that such per«o>' is or may 
be infected with an epidemic disease ; provided 
that such inspection or examination shall not be made in 
any manner or to any extent to which such person objects. 

(2) An Inspecting medical Officer may put- any such 
person any question he thinks fit in order to ascertain 
whether there is reason to believe or suspect as aforesaid 
and such person shall be bound to answer truly any ques- 
tion so put to him. 

5. "Where, as the result of such inspection or examina- 
tion or otherwise, the inspecting medical Officer considers 
that there is reason to believe or suspect that any person 
is or may he infected with an epidemic disease, or where 
any person makes any objection imd< r the proviso to 
clause (1 ) of regulation. 4, the inspecting medical Officer 
may direct that such person ho removed to and detained 
in any isolation camp or hospital established by the Deputy 
Commissioner, Delhi, in exercise of the powers conferred 
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the inspecting medical Officer or tlio medical Officer in 
charge of such isolation camp or hospital certifies in writ- 
ing that, in his opinion, there is no longer any reason for 
believing or suspecting such person to be infected as afore- 
said . 

fj. Any person in respect to whom a direction has not 
been given under regulation 5 may apply to the inspecting 
Medical Officer to be allowed to attend upon any person 
in respect to whom such a direction has been given, and 
the inspecting medical Officer shall, except for reasons to 
be recorded by him in writing grant such applications. 

7. Any person who has made an application under re- 
gulation 6 and whose application has boon granted shall 
be detained in such building tent or other place, whether 
near the inspection post or elsewhere, as the inspecting 
medical Officer may direct, until the inspecting medical 
Officer or the medical Officer in charge of the isolation 
camp or hospital certifies in writing that, in hi a 
opinion, there is no longer any reason for detaining such 
person. 

8. No person in respoct of whom a direction under re- 
gulation 5 or regulation 7 has been given shall leave any 
isolation camp or hospital in which an inspecting medical 
Officer has directed him to be detained until such inspect- 
ing medical Officer certified in writing that, in his opinion, 
there is no longer any reason for believing or suspecting 
such person to be infocted as aforesaid or that there is 
no longer any reason for detaining such person, as the 
case may be. 

9. The Inspecting Medical Officer may order the des- 
truction of any article which is or has been in the posses- 
sion of any person in respect to whom a direction under 
regulation 5 or regulation 7 has been given, or which is or 
has been in the possession of any person whom inspecting 
medical Officer considers to have been in dangerous proxi- 
mity to such person ; 

Provided that compensation may, in the discretion Ot 
the officer empowered by regulation 10 to award the same, 
be paid for the destruction or injury of any article under 
this clause. 

10. Applications for the payment of compensation 
under regulation 9 may be made to the Deputy Com- 
missioner, Delhi who shall upon receipt of any such ap- 
plication determine by order in writing the amount of 
such compensation, if any, and such order shall be final. 

11. Unless previously extended or rescinded those regu- 
lations shall remain in force during the poriod from the 
date of publication of this notification upto the 31st, day 
of October, 1950 and shall thon cease to have effect.
